COOKERY AND MUSK 


RATS. 
—— 
POTATOES, TURF AND COAT, 


Visitors in large numbers inspected the 
Free State Department of Agriculture's educa- 
tional exhibit, which is staged in the Sandy- 
mount Hall. Among the new features here 
are a cookery demonstration, where, at inter- 
vals, plain meals are prepared on an electric 
oven, the ingredients used being those pro- 
duced in this country. The making and 
haking of cakes is also eaniiintentale and 
women visitors manifested a keen interest in 
the work. 

From cgokery to musk rats may seem to 
some people a long step, but it is not so in 
reality, as will ba found on inquiry at the 
stand where the carcases and pelts of these 
animals are displayed. Although rightly’ re- 
garded as a pest, the flesh of the musk rat 
makes: an appetising food, and is regarded 
elsewhere as somewhat of a delicacy, The 
fur is also utilised for the making of mus- 
quash coats, ties, etc., and the officials in 
charge of the section are prepared to take 
orders for dressed skins. 

The great development in the production of 
seed potatoes is strikingly apparent at the 
potato section, where specimens of potatoes 
are on view. The acreage in the Free State 
of potatoes certified as suitable for seed pur- 
poses has increased from about two hundred 
acres in 1922 to over four thousand last vear. 
Among the interesting exhibits at this section 
is a contour map of Ireland, which, although 
primarily designed to show where certified 
seed putatoes are grown, indicates by special 
colouring the potato-growing districts on bog 
soil and bright soil, as well as arable land, 
peat, areas, mountains, lakes and rivers, 

The ‘use of lime on land and the employ- 
ment of turf and Irish coal for lime burning 
has received special attention in the exhibit 
this year. The various formations and sotirces 
of lime, such as sea sand, marl, crushed rock, 
etc.. are also shown, and their relative values 
compared. The section shows bog soil in its 
unreclaimed condition, and also what can be 
achieved with suitablesapplication of lime 
towards making such land available for tillage 
purposes. This is all the more important in 
view of pending developments in the in- 
creased use of turf as Féil gaa the utilisation 
of cut-away bog throughout the country for 
tillage purposes.

LOANS ON PERSONAL 
SECURITY. 


The Agricultural Credit Corporation, 
Limited, are reducing the minimum amount 
heretofore fixed for their loans. Up to the 
present they did not issue loans under £0, 
and usually a charge on land was required as 
security, i 

It is now proposed to issue loans of £20 
and not exceeding £25 on: personal security. 
Two approved surefi¢s will be necessary, and 
the loans will be repaid in three years. 

This decision is obviously intended to 
encourage the Government's tillage scheme. 
Farmers desirous of extending their tillage 
operations may require seeds, manures, of 
small extensions to their machinery equip- 
ment, and in the event of a small farmer 
requiring less than £20 he can join with two 
other farmers in a similar position, and the 
three of them may become joint borrowers 
for such a loan. 

The new scheme should meet a need which 
undoubtedly exists at the moment, when shop- 
keepers are slow to extend further credit to 
small farmers, and it is hoped that it will be 
availed of extensively. Small loans of this 
kind, if judiciously expended on tillage opera- 
tions, should give a quick and satisfactory 
return. 

The interest rate of the Corporation is 6 per 
cent, per annum.

STORMONT PASSES

The Motor Vehicles and Road Traffic Bill 
assed its second reading in the Northern 
reland House of Commons yesterday. ' 

During the debate the clause in the bill 
which empowers a policeman to stop any car 
and order the driver to take it in whatever 
direction the policeman desires was strongly 
criticised, 

This power is given for the purpose of the 
efficiency of the car being tested by the police. 

The fact that compensation cannot be re- 
covered for accidents in which Government 


criticism. 

Mr. Hugh Minford (U.) thought pedestrians 
should be made to conform to regulations for 
the safety of the road. He thought every 
person who got off a tram when in motion 
should be prosecuted. It was ridiculous that 
any police officer could step a car any time 
and order the driver to drive anywhere or 
take charge of the car himself. A man might 
be going to a business appointment and be 
driven ten miles 6ut of his way. He did not 
see why the drivers of Government vehicles 
should be immune from penalties and from 
providing compensation, like other motorists, 
if responsible for an accident.

Mr. H. Midgley (Labour) considered that 
the bill should contain the hours which motor 
‘bus and lorry drivers should work per day 
and the number of days per week. He gave 
an instance of a motor driver who was 
compelled to work seven days per week and 
had not a day off for six mont 

Dr. Wilson (Unionist) said that according 
to a recent legal decision a man charged

could decline to be examined by a police 
surgeon. Who would then arrive at the

When I saw this 
unusual vehicle approaching I wondered 
whether it was again being introduced in 
Dublin, but as it passed the destination 
board showed ‘‘ Blackpool,’’ and it became 
evident that the *bus was on its way to 
Cork. From the lettering on the back it 
appeared to be the property of the Great 
Southern Railways.. If such a vehicle is 
considered safe in Cork, why should it.be 
dangerous in Dublin? The London double- 
decker motor omnibus is said to be one of 
the safest vehicles in the world, and there 
would appear to be no reason why some 
of the worn-out contraptions plying in our 
streets should not be replaced by this type 


of Ve hicle. 


St. Patrick's Well. 


Many wells in Ireland are attributed 
to St. Patrick, but probably the most 
important is the one commemorated in 
the Gaelic namé of Nassau street. This 
thoroughfare was known in the eighteenth 
century as St. Patrick’s Well Lane, and 
the actual:well, which has been arched 
over, is still-in existence 
Fellows’ Garden of Dublin University, 
opposite Dawson street. A Latin writer 
in the early part of the twelfth century 
states that the well was “wide in its 
stream, plenteous in its course, sweet. to 
the taste, and healed many infirmities.” 
In 1592 the water-was reported to.be_hot, 
and in 1612 another writer contrasts the 
behaviour of those who drink the water 
of St. Patrick's Well with others, “ arrant 
fools who do use to take tobacco, stuffing 
themselves with smoke,’’ which shows that 
smoking must heve made rapid strides 
within a generation or so after tts intro- 
duction. The original legend states that 
St. Patrick, while staying in Dublin, 


found the water brackish, whereupon hée~J 


struck the earth with his staff, and caused 
a clear spring to gush forth. For many 
centuries the spot was a place of pil- 
grimage on the 17th of March. In 1729 
the well dried up, and remained in that 
state until 1731, when the city authori- 
ties caused it to be cleansed and restored 
to its former vigour.

Human Pearls. 


A Norwegian weekly paper gives the 
following account of a strange case in 


hospital:—‘‘ In the last number of the. 


Norwegian Magazine of Medical Science 
Professor E. Langfeldt gives a full account 
of a strange case which recently occurred 
at Hamar Hospital. At an operation on 
a man’s kidney, numerous small, pearl- 
hke formations, varying in size from 
1.2 mm. to 0:1 mm. were found. To the 
naked eye they seemed round and shining. 
Under microscope they offered a wonderful 
spectacle. The pearls varied in form: 
some were quite round ; some oval or pear- 
shaped, some angular. Under changing 
light there was a beautiful play of 
colour. Through penetrating light they 
were quite pellucid, with a plainly 
visible core and concentric stratification. 
A chemical examination showed that the 
pearls consisted of calcium carbonate, 
calcium phosphate, and also an organic 
substance. The professor says that it is 
impossible to form any idea about the 
growth of the pearls themselves. The

has now been reduced to ten. In Lurgan 
one blacksmith who had originally five 
anvils in commission now finds that he 
has barely sufficient business to keep one 
going. One reason for this is, of course, 
the fact that motor cars are replacing 
horse-drawn vehicles; but the changing 
method of smithing is also responsible for 
the depression. The old-fashioned method 
Í of cutting and fitting a shoe while the 
horse is in the shop is becoming obsolete, 
and the blacksmiths now keep a number 
of sizes in stock, and cold shoe the horse 
in a fraction of the time which the other 
method requires. This speeding up means 
that one blacksmith can get through at 
least four times as much work as he could 
before, and this is forcing many smiths 
out of business altogether. At the present 
time I hear that there are virtually no 
apprentice smiths in the North at all, so 
that in another fifty years smithing there 
may have become a lost art. 


Apostle Spoons. 


Anybody who is fortunate enough to 
possess any Apostle spoons of the right 

‘riod should feel happy these times. 1 
Lear that all such old silver articles will 
rise again in price shortly. Of course not 
just any Apostle spoon will attract the 
notice of the collector. It must be of a very 
early date. The Apostle spoon is really an 
English concern. It was never made In 
Ireland, while its first appearance in Eng- 
land seems to be around the 1500 period, 
or probably earlier. In 1903 there was a 
set of thirteé§ of these spoons sold 1” 
London for £4,000, bearing the date 1536 
on the bowl. The origin of these spoons 
is really very simply explained. It is 
linked up with the custom of giving a 
spoon by the Godfather to his Godson, 
with the figure of the Apostle on the 
handle, after whom the boy was named. 
Note, no such presentation was made to 
the female child of early times. On these 
spoons the figure of St. Peter is_repre- 
sented as holding a key, or sometimes a 
fish. St. Andrew holds a cross; St. .'ames 
the Greater a pilgrim’s staff; St. John a 
cup, St. Philip a cross, St. Bartholomew 
a knife, St. Thomas a spear. St. Matthew 
holds a wallet, or a money box; while St. 
James the Less has a Fuller's bat. St. 
Jude holds a club, St. Simon a saw, and 
St. Matthias a halberd. Sometimes the 
figure of St. Paul was substituted for one 
of the Apostles, and then he was repre- 
sented as holding a sword,

The Representative Body has resolved to 
reduce the current rate of interest to be paid 
on;jall additions to capital made after J3lst 
Dehediber, 1933, and also on assessments paid 
in advance to 3 per cent. 

The amount of assessment and augmenta- 
tion for 1933, compared with that for 1932 
shows a decrease of £2,065 15s. 8d-, and is 
£35,581 12s. less than the average for the three 
years 1930, 1931 and 1932;

the balance of the income of the General Sus- 
tentation Fund, £4,283 17s. 5d.,; be appropri- 
ated to poor parishes. 

The total gross revenue from investments 
in securities, and from other interest-bearing 
funds, amounted to £468,693 7s. 5d. The 
difference between the gross revenue of 
£468,695 7s. 5d. and the payments .of 
£436,068 Js. Od. is £32,625 6s. 5d., which 
latter figure is the balance for the year 1933— 
a decrease of £6,592 14s. ld. compared with 
the corresponding balance for 1932. 

To this balance must be added (1) the 
amount unallocated by the General Synod, 
1935—viz.. £349 16s.

The Representative Body approved of a 
resolution of the General Synod of 1933, and 
set aside £100 out of the Allocation Account 
of that year for the holding of regular Sun- 
cay Services in Gaelic in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, Dublin. 


ALLOCATION ACCOUNT. 


“In their report last year,” the present 
report concludes, ‘‘the Representative Body 
regretfully felt’ bound to recommend the 


General Synod to make considerable reduc- 


tions in the grants for various purposes fron 
the Allocation Account. This year there must 
be still further reductions. For several years 
past the balance at foot of Allocation Account 


has shown a steady decrease, due to causes 
over which the Representative Body had no 


control. With the general trade depression 


money has become increasingly cheap, and it 


is impossible to invest in securities yielding 


anything approaching the return obtainable 
some years azo. The successful conversion of 
the British War Loan in 1932 at once changed 


the rate of interest on first-class securities, 


and made it clear that similar conver- 
sion schemes in other redeemable stocks 


must be expected. The Representative 
Body recognised this early, and have been 
actively engaged in taking such steps as, in 
their opinion, will best tend to the stabilisa- 
tion of their income, even at the sacrifice of 
some present advantages. 

“ But, while the financial outlook for the 
future is unpromising, the Church of Ireland 
has an asset which cannot be brought into 
any balanc® sheet, and cannot be calculated 
in terms of money, and that is the devotion 
and self-sacrifice of her children. Economic 
conditions have been very difficult m Ireland 
during the past year, and yet, in spite of this, 
the amount contributed in 1933 for assess- 
ment and augmentation, as compared with 
that in 1932, shows a de¢rease of only £2,065, 
or about 4 per cent. 

“ In tho sixty-four years since Disestablish- 
ment the Church of Ireland has had many 
difficulties to face and many grave problems 
to solve, ‘These in the past have been met 
and solved as they arose with faith and 


‘courage, and the Church of to-day will meet 
jhe future with a like unflinching spirit, 


strong in its faith in God, and steadfast in 
its determination to hand on unimpaired to 
the new generation the treasure it has in- 
herited from those who went before.

APRIL'S WEATHER. 


TEMPERATURE AND RAINFALL 


The Meteorological “Register at the 
Ordnance Sutvey Office, Phoenix Park, Dub- 
lin, shows that in the month of April last the 
maximum barometer was 30, degrees, the 
mean, being 29.744 degrees. The highest haro- 
meter was on the 29th at 10 p.m. (sommer 
time), and the lowest on the 25th at 10 p.m. 
(summer time). 

The mean temperature in the air was 45.2 
degrees, and the minimum .on grass was 17.7 
degrees. On eleven nights of the month the 
minimum on grass was at or below 30 
degrees. - The fifteenth was the warmest day, 
and the coldest night was that of the 7th. 
There were, in all, 135.8 hours of. sunshine, 
the greatest daily amount being 13 hours, on 
the 30th. 

The total rainfall was 2.25 inches, compared 
with 0.64 inch in April, 1933, The greatest 
rainfall in twenty-four hours was 0,41 inch, on 
the llth.

STEPS TO ENSURE ITS SAFETY. 


In the House of Commons yesterday Mr. 
R. Rankin (Conservative) asked the Colonial 
Secretary by what date the report of the 
expert on the nature of the repairs which 
would be necessary to prevent the ruin of the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre, in Jerusalem, 
would be ready, and whether the -British 
Government was :prepared to assist _ the 
Government of Palestine in the preservation 
of this historic building. 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister replied that in an 
answer given by him on January 31 he 
intimated that certain works of consolidation 
which were necessary were already being 
carried out. These works were expected to be 
completed by the end of April. The cost of 
these temporary works was being defrayed 
provisionally by the Government of Palestine, 
The question of the provision of funds for 
these works, and for such permanent works 
as would be decided upon, would be deter- 
mined by the ecclesiastical authorities con- 
cerned. There was no question of a grant 
from British funds. 

Mr. Wedgwood (Labour)—Is it not possible 
for the Patriarchs to look after their own 
churches? 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister—I have stated the 
position quite clearly. 

Mr. Isaac Foot (Liberal) asked if there was 
any ground for the apprehension that the 
building was approaching a state of ruin. 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister—I have stated in 
previous replies that steps were being taken 
to bring an expert to advise on the. matter, 
but. it was essential to take certain immediate 
steps to ensure the structural“safety of the 
building. It was quite right that the Govern- 
ment of Palestine should have taken these 
immediate steps. (Cheers.) oe

MARKET. 


THE QUESTION OF TOLLS. 


At a meeting of the Irish Live Stock Ex- 
porters and ‘lraders’ Association, in Pro- 
sperity Chambers, Upper O'Connell street, 
Dublin, last night, Mr. M. Prendergast (Chair- 
man) presiding, a letter was received from the 
Department of Local Government and Public 
Health enclosing a communication from Mr. 
Gerald Sherlock, City Manager, on the sub- 
ject of the Dublin Cattle Market tolls. Mr. 
Sherlock's letter stated that the estimatod 
surplus of income over expenditure in connec- 
tion with the Cattle Market for the year 1954- 
55 had fallen to £175, and the estimated net 
deficit had increased from £3,417 to £4,692. 
The estimated Abattoir deficit had increased 
from £4,379 to £5,965, so that the burden on 
the city ratepayers was increasing in both 
aspects. If the bill at present before the 
Oireachtas for the more humane slauchter of 
animals became law it would impose such 
serious expense on the working of the Abattoir 
as would require a substantial raising of the 
charges there. It would be a serious matter 
still further to increase the charges on the 
city ratepayers for the benefit of traders 
from outsida districts. 

Mr. Michael Bermingham said that before 
the war the toll was threepence per head, and 
now it was ninepence. The cattle trade was 
down lower than anybody thought that people 
would see it, yet they were expected to go 
on paying these charges. The City Manager's 
figures were immaterial compared with what 
the cattle trade was suffering. He believea 
that the cattle market was the only paying 
market, and was subsidising the fish and 
iruit markets, which, he believed, were losing. 
The cattle trade was now on its last legs, 
and could not contivue to bear these 
exorbitant charges. No market in England 
or Scotland charged as high tolls as were 
charged in Dublin. 

Mr. T. Molloy said that at the time when 
the tolls were increased the cattle trade was 
paying, and now when it was losing there 
should be a reduction of the charges. 

Mr. M. Bermingham observed that if they 
had no redress, they would have to take 
steps to reduce the tolls themselves, as they 
could not continue to pay them. 

It was agreed to call a general meeting of 
the cattle trade in the City Arms Hotel for 
next Thursday, at 10 o'clock, to consider the 
matter. 

Messrs. Patrick Doherty, of Athenry; 
Florence Harty, of Ballybroman, Ardfert; 
and Patrick O’Brien, of Tullamore, were 
elected members of the Association. 

The meeting passed a vote of sympathy 
with Mr. John Rutherford, of Enniskillen, 
on the death of his brother.

Professor THRIFT (Ind., Dublin Univer- 
sity) said that the Minister was going to very 
serious lengths in resisting that amendment.

GOVERNMENT DEFEAT 
ON A VOTE. 


The Committee stage of the Electoral 
(Revision of Constituencies) Bill, 1934, was 
resumed.

Norton (Lab., Kildare) to delete all refer- 
ences to the corstutuencies of “ North-East 
Dublin” and '“ North-West Dublin,” which 
has for its object the retention of North 
Dublin as an eight-member constituency, Mr. 
Norton was not. present in the House. 

Mr. MULCAHY (U.L, Dublin, N.) said he 
would like to hear from the Minister for 
Local, Government the grounds on which he 
was making the division. No question had 
arisen as to the size of the present con- 
stituenc having created any difficulty. 

Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare), who had 
now arrived, said that West Cork was to 
remain as at present, although 120 miles in 
length. It could not be said that. North 
Dublin was unmanageable territorially, as it 
could be covered by tram or "bus in twenty 
minutes or half an hour. The virtues of pro- 
portional representation could only be 
achieved to the fullest extent on the basis of 
a large constituency. 


Mr. SEAN T. O’KELLY (Minister for 
Local Government. and Pablic Health) 
expressed the view that the smaller con- 


stituencies would be more manageable from 
many viewpoints, and would, from the point 
of proportional representation, particularly in 
North Dublin, be as good as the present 
arrangement. He thought that smaller parties 
would, if anything, benefit by the small con- 
stituencies. 
A FREE VOTE, 

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD (U.1., 
Carlow-Kilkenny) said that the Minister s 
view that smaller constituencies would beneht 
the smaller parties was completely wrong. 
He asked that the matter be left to a iree 
vote of the House. 

Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said there 
were people who were members of the Fianna 
Fail Party who preferred the larger con- 
stituency, and he agreed that the House 
should be allowed to decide the matter free 
from party ties.

Mr. MULCAHY (U.1., N. Dublin) said that 
the bill seemed to be nothing but a bit of 
jerrymandering, in which the Labour Party 
concurred. 

Mr. NORTON said that that was not true, 
and the Labour Party had nothing to do with 
any of the amendments. Deputy Mulcahy 
was unneceasarily peevish in his attitude to 
the Labour Party.

Mr. J. P. Geraghty, L.G.D. Inspector, re 
sumed the inquiry into the affairs of the Leix 
Beard of Health at Abbeyleix this morning. 

Nicholas O'Dwyer, B.E., stated that the 
repairs to cottages were reasonably well. car- 
ried out. 

Mr. M. A. Feehan, County Surveyor, ques- 
tioned by the Inspector regarding an allega- 
tion made by Kirwan, the contractor, at 
Tuesday's sitting, said that Territt spoke to 
him about inspecting Kirwan’s houses on the 
Sth October, and witness inspected houses in 
Slievemargy and Durrow, accompanied by 
Kirwan, and certified for £900. Speaking to 
him about the matter before that, Tertuu. as 
far as the witness could recollect, 4 iid ‘that 
Kirwan had been with him, and wanted 
money. Territt asked witness to do some- 
thing for Kirwan. In giving a certificate for 
£900 witness was not actuated by pressure 
Some time in November or December witness 
said that he was pressed by Tevritt to give 
a certificate in favour of Kirwan for work 
done where the work was not done, and he 
informed Territt that, in his opinion, Kirwan 
had been certified for as much money as 
could be given until more work would be 
done. 

Kirwan, the contractor, was recalled, and 
the Inspector said that his contract f>talled 
some £19,000. He asked why he did not 
order materials direct. from Dublin firms, 1m- 
stead of from John Reilly, and save money 
for himself. Witness said that he was stick- 
ing more to the work, and that John Reilly 
said he only wanted a small commission for 
going to Dublin John Reilly did not tell 
him hew much he owed him. Witness paid 
him some money. He could not say whether 
he made or lost on his contract. 

Jn reply to further questions, witness said 
that the secretary told hin that he (the secre- 
tary) could not take a cheque for materials, 
but to write the cheque in favour of his 
brother. 

Thomas Territt recalled, denied the allega- 
tions made against him, and said that he 
never tried to corrupt anyone, much less the 
County Surveyor.

WISH FOR UNITY IN

R. W. J. B. MACAULAY. presented 

to His Holiness the Pope yesterday 

his Letters of Credence as Envoy Extra- 

ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of 
Saorstat Eireann to the Holy See. 

In his address to the Pope Mr. 
Macaulay referred to the bodies of 
pilgrims received during the year, and 
said that the head of the Free State 
Government and some of his Ministers 
had been amongst those who participated 
in the privilege of being received by His 
Holiness in private audience. 

The President desired him to assure His 
Holiness, of the great happiness which he 
and the Ministers concerned experienced 
at being able te speak in such an intimate 
way about the welfare of their country, in 
which the Pope had always shown such a 
fatherly and benevolent interest, 

‘‘ You yourself, Most Holy Father, 
have on several occasions during the Holy 
Year expressed your admiration for 
Ireland,” Mr. Macaulay continued. '' You 
have generously acknowledged the great 
work accomplished by her children in the 
cause of Christianity during fifteen cen- 
turies of the Church’s history, and you 
have acknowledged the immense extension 
of that work during the last hundred and 
fifty years.

SLAUGHTER OF CALVES. 


Referring to the slaughter of calves, he 
said that the Minister, or rather strangler, 
of agriculture, had said that other 
countries had also to slaughter calves.

If this matter was not judged by some

Mr. Martin Farrell, Tipperary, support- 
ing the resolution, said that he and his 
neighbouring farmers in South Tipperary 
had been placed. against the wall by 
President. de Valera’s policy.

'TTHE remarkable result of the curious 

voting which took place in the Dail 
last night regarding the County Donegal 
is that the entire county has been voted 
out of the bill, and when the measure is 
orinted ‘‘ as passed in Committee of the 
Dail " thare will be no reference in the 
schedule to Donegal. This will not, of 
course, mean that the county will be 
disfranchised, as the matter can be rectified 
on the report stage. 

What actually occurred is that an amend- 

ment to delete all reference to the proposed 
new constituencies of “ East Donegal ”’ 
and “ West Donegal '’ was carried by the 
casting vote of the Deputy Speaker. Fol- 
lowing this the next motion put from the 
chair was to the effect that the County 
Donegal stand as at present. The House 
decided against this motion by 60 votes to 
59. The net result is that all reference to 
the County Donegal has disappeared. 
Actually the Dail has disap ered of the 
Government's proposal for the division of 
the county into two divisions as outlined 
in the bill, and at the same time it has 
decided that Donegal should not be one 
constituency. This position will give the 
Government some trouble to straighten 
out. 
With regard to the second vote the 
allegation was made that a supporter of the 
Government who was “ paired ” with an 
Opposition member voted, This is 
regarded as a serious breach of the parlia- 
mentary amenities, and will be heard of 
later on.

iG ‘ged the Deputy-Speaker’s casting 
vote saved the Government from 
defeat in the Dail last night on an amend- 
ment in Committee to the Revision of 
Constituencies Bill. It was an incident 
without parallel in the Dail since the 
famous ‘*‘ John Jinks’’ division in 1927, 
when the Cumann na nGaedheal Govern- 
ment were saved by the Speaker’s casting 
vote on a censure motion. —. 

For the Government it was a lucky 
chance that Mr. Hogan, the Deputy- 
Speaker, happened to be in the chair when 
the vote was taken for the amendment, 
which was intended to prevent the mutila 
tion of the existing constituency of 
Donegal, was sponsored jointly by United 
Ireland and the Labour Party. Had the 
Speaker been in the chair Mr. Hogan 
would doubtles# have voted with his party 
against the Government. 

Without Mr. Hogan’s vote the division 
resulted in a tie—fifty-seven votes for the 
amendment and fifty-seven against. It 
was for Mr. Hogan to decide. and he 
decided on the same lines as Mr, Hayes, 
the Speaker of that time, decided when 
he had to confront the issue in 1927. He 
declared that he would vote against the 
amendment, and, incidentally, against his 
party—thereby leaving the position as it 
was before the amendment was moved, and 
the way open for the amendment to come 
forward again, 


ONE VOTE. 


The amendment did come forward a few 
minutes later in a different form, and 
when it did every available deputy had 
been rounded up from the _ remotest 
precincts of the House and ‘‘ whipped ” 
into service. When the division was 
called the House filed into the lobbies in 
two apparently equal streams. Which had 
won? 

Mr. Moylan, the Government teller, 
came down the steps with the sheet of 
paper bearing the figures in his hand. 
The Government had won, but by how 
many? The Deputy-Speaker read out the 
figures: Against the amendment, sixty ; 
for the amendment, fifty-nine. The 
Government had triumphed by one vote. 

It was a warning against any tendency 
to. relax the customary stringency of the 
‘‘ whips.’’ Appropriately enough, the dis- 
cussion on the ‘‘ Smaller Dail ” Bill—as 
the measure is popularly known—had been 
carried on during most of the sitting in a 
House which consisted of about half-a- 
dozen listless deputies, most of their col- 
leagues, presumably, having succumbed 
to the superior attractions of the Spring 
Show and the farmers’ demonstration at 
the Mansion House. Many of the Fianna 
Fail rank and file had light-heartedly left 
the Government to fend for itself in the 
game of draughts which was being played 
against the Opposition, with the electoral 
divisions as pieces and the map of the 
Free State as a board. 


RINGSEND TRANSFERRED. 


One result of yesterday’s proceedings is 
that nobody knows where the constituency 
of South Dublin is after the variations 
which the Government succeeded in infro- 
ducing into the bill. First of all, they 
transferred Ringsend from the County 
Dublin constituency into one of the City 
of Dublin constituencies, despite the pro- 
tests of Mr. Costello against the marriage 
of Ringsend to a district with which it 
had so little affinity as it has with Fitz- 
william square, 

Then came the proposal to mutilate fur- 
ther the already mutilated county con- 
stituency by splitting it into two divisions 
—one rural, and the other urban. On this 
Mr. Costello disclosed that it was not 
solicitude for Fitzwilliam square that had 
inspired his protest against the ill- 
assorted union which had been solemnised 
in the previous amendment, but concern 
for the bereaved County Dublin. ‘‘ With 
Ringsend taken off,’’ he _ proclaimed, 
speaking as a County Dublin deputy, ‘‘ the 
constituency for me will lose a consider- 
able amount of the charm it has.” These

LABOUR WORRIED. 


Having aired this grievance, Mr. Cos- 
tello proceeded to point out that the effect 
of the re-arrangement contemplated in the 
bill would be to jeopardise the representa- 
tion of the Independent voters, who now 
return one deputy, Mr. John Good, in 
this division. Mr. Costello, indeed, had 
no doubt that it was this consideration 
which had influenced the Government in 
making the proposal. 

Mr. Lemass, however, refused to give 
way, and carried his point on a division.

Free State in its palmy days. 


INTEREST OF VISITORS. 


All the visitors from joutside our own 
national boundaries whom I met vesterday 
—and there were still /a few, though I 


should say that their number has declined _ 


—were surprised at the enthusiasm with 
which a nation in adversity could yet 
throw itself into the celebration of the 
festival of its greatest, but dying, industry. 
In many cases, they came to assist at a 
burial and remained to praise the resilience 


of the Irish spirit. 


When they asked me, however, to 
elucidate the mystery I evaded the issue 
by taking them to see the remainder of 
the metamorphosis which agriculture has 
undergone. Among the reapers, mowers, 
harrows and ploughs, and all the other 
mysterious engines which have converted 
the oldest industry in the world into a 
process operated by crankshafts and 
petrol, I showed them the miniature sky- 
scraper with which farmers who_ have 
reluctantly parted with their cattle will dry 
their golden grain. 


FEAST OF MACHINERY. 


What a feast of machinery there was. 
There were instruments to save labour in 
a thousand directions, not only for the 
farmer, but for his wife and daughters as 
well. Despite his apparent solemnity, 
however, I suspect one of my friends of 
an intention to engage in the congenial 
operation of taking a rise out of an Irish- 
man when he asked to be shown the latest 
invention for facilitating the smuggling 
of cattle and the machines fo~ calculating 
bounties. 

Perhaps, he really was serious in ask- 
ing, after we had been shown, at the De- 
partment of Agricultural’s educational 
section, some examples of treated musk rat 
furs, whether there were also an exhibi- 
tion of calf <ins. “They were as con- 
spicuously absent, however, as the section 
which he had expected to find in the cattle 
classes—‘' Calves suitable for slaughter.’’ 

All the usual classes were there, how- 
ever, and the response of exhibitors was 
remarkable, as much in regard to quality 
as quantity. Yet, althouga the rings and 
paddocks were as animated as ever, the 
walks seemed, during the morning, to be 
quieter than one has known them in the 
past, characterised by less bustle, and a 
comparatively subdued atmosphere.
